CHATTANOOGA, TENN, May 13. 
New records have been established 
in every department of its work by 
the Home Mission Board 
of the 
Southern Baptist convention during 
the last year, the annual 
report 
presented to the convention during 
the last year, the anuaj report pre­ 
sented to the Convention here today 
by Secretary B. D. Gray stated. A 
total of 77, 072 new member* have 
been added to local churches thru 
the instrumentality of 
the 
board 
it was set forth, 44,214 of this num­ 
ber coming through baptism. The 
Evangelistic department alone 
re­ 
ported 15,867 baptisms and a total 
of 22, 869 additions. 
In the enlistment department a 
total of 3,536 weeks of service in 
building up needy sniggling churches 
was reported, while the department 
of 
church 
extension 
shows 
total 
operations for the year $1,248,000. 
The new Tuberculosis sanatorium 
at El Paso, Texas, treated 298 pa­ 
tients 
during 
the 
year 
and 
the 
completion of the present unit at 
that institution gives the denomina­ 
tion a plant worth $400,000. 
In the chain of forty mountain 
mission schools operated 
by 
the 
board the enrollment of students 
has reached 6,185, while property 
valuation of the schools has 
in­ 
creased to $1,685,000. 
A total of 658 baptisms were re­ 
ported among the soldiers at the 
army camps where representatives 
of the board are stationed, and 1184 
conversions were reported from the 
Seaman's Bethel. Through the agen­ 
cy of the board’s workers among 
the soldiers and seamen, 6,049 let­ 
ters were written to home folks. 
A total of 8,299,000 pages of tracts 
and other literature were distribut­ 
ed by the publicity department. 
In addition to its work in the 


homeland proper, the home mission 
board has, an Extensive work in Cuba 
and Panama. In promoting the work 
in Cuba, new property valued at 
$100,000 has just been acquired in 
the heart of Havana. The Cuban 
churches during the year contributed 
$11, 847 to the work of the board'.
